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AN ATTAOK ON WIGGINS, 


Professor Richard A. Proctor Gives Him a 
Hard Hit. 

St. Louvre, September 26.—Tho Eneli : 
tronomer, Richard A. Proctor, in ts rem 
contributed to the Globe-Democrat, entitled 
‘“Wiggins's Prophecy,” says: ‘It appears to me 
sbamefal, that any man, even though he be 
not a student of science, and therefore fally 
aware of the mischief he is doing, should 
spread abroad predictions of com- 
ing disaster in such a sort that foolish 
folk are likely to be disturbed aud terrified. 
Wiggina,a half educated and wholly uansci- 
entific employe of the meteorological offiss 
in Ottowa, has long endeavored to acquire 
cheap reputation by weather predictioas of 
that kind, which, of itself assures students of 
science that the weather prophet is either 
utterly ignorant or exceedingly knavish " 
After noting several instances of the 
failures of former predictions made by 
Wiggins, Mr. Proctor asserts that the former 
alleged discovery of a second moon is but a 
reinvention of an adopted discovery, and sa3- 
tains bis statement by quotations from Tice 
and M. l’etit, of Marseilles, aud shows that 
the existence of a second lunar body similar 
to our visible moon, is an impossibility. 
“Wiggins,” continues the writer, “claims 
to have predicted the earthquake of Augast 
31, but truly he has so continuously threat- 
ened storms and earthquakes that no great 
disturbance of avy sort could s‘eer clear of 
bis predictions. He now loudly proclaims that 
on the 29th there will be another great earth- 
quake, one of the most terrific cu >terranean 
upheavals ever known on this continent. He 
knows that such prediction will attract at- 
tention for a while to his name, thatif no 
dis'urbances should take place on the 29th, or 
near enough to that date to seem like a ful- 
fillmentof his prediction, people will soon 
ferget the failure of his prophecy, and be as 
ready as ever to listen to him again.” 

Mr. Proctor thinks it is excsedingly proba- 
ble that no great earthquake will occur in 
tbe Charleston region for many years, possi- 
bly centuries.

KNOCKED OFF THE TRACK, 


Three Persons Killed by a Passing Train 
Yesterday. 

PROVIDENCE, September 26 —This morning 
a shocking accident occurred on the New 
York, Providence and Bostoa railroad, at the 
village of Poquonnock,Conn. Benjamin Gur- 
diner, a farmer, his wife, and the wife of their 
son James, while riding home from church in 
a one horge wagon, were struck by the west 
bound express train, going fifty miles an 
hour. Mr. Ga:diner was hurled a.distance 
of forty feet from the crossing, receiv- 
ing fatal injaries.

A TALK WITH DBPUTY MARSHALS 
FROM TEXAS 
—_—_ ee 
Wash Holmes Brought Back in Chains—The Story 
Reviewed- The Marshals Tells of Life amoag 
the (ndiaas—Some Interesting Facts 
About Their Way of Living, Bte. 


“Kill bim, boys, kill him !" , 

And with bis pistol brandishing in the»air 
Wash Holmes, followed by threo other man, 
made a break at Deputy Marshal Carter, who 
had in charge a moonshiner whom he had ar- 
rested and was preparing to bring to Atiaitts. 

Quick as a flash the deputy marshal raised 
his pistol and cried: 

“Stend back, men! I will kill the first man 
who puts hands on me! Back!” 

The men still pushed forward and attempt- 
ed to release the prisoner. They fired several 
shots’ The deputy marshal  regi- 
ized «his danger and began firing 
at the men. One ball went through Holmes’s 
arm and into his side. The other men esenp- 
ed unburt and were never arrested. 

HOLMES FLED TO TEXAS r 
and frem there to the Indian territory. / 

This was nearly a year ago, the trouble hé@y- 
ing occurred on the 10th of November'last. 
Efforts were made to capture Holmes but to 
no avail. Nothing was heard from him natil 
a few days ago when Marshal Nelms received 
a letter from the marsbal at Fort Smith, Ar- 
kansas, stating that Holmes was there and 
Wes ready to give himselfup.

He said he wanted to come back ‘to 
Georgia, and knew there was but one way to 
get here. He brought three of his children as 
far 1s Calhoun, where he left them. 

A TALK WITH THE MARSHALS.

“What do you alido as deputy marshals to 
make @ living if there are no illicit distilleries 
to 1ai¢c?” 

“There is plenty todo. Why, the biggest 
\'pited States court we have is at Fort Sxnith. 
Right now there are six in jail under sentence 
of death. A dozen or more have been the 
chief performers at the end of atight rope 
this sear. Judge Parker has his hands fall 
allthe time, A hanging don’t amount to much 
there. Sometimes they have a hanging and 
the papers never notice it. What do We find 
todu? We govut on raids and get murderers, 
borse thieves, house burners, whisky peddlers 
and people who are guilty of any other of- 
fense. The United States court tries them 
all.” 

“The Indians, too?’ 

“Yer: Indians, too, if they have trouble 
with anyone outside of themselves. When 
they steal from each other or fight each 
other, they are handled in their own courts. 
We never bother them unless they steal 
from whites or fight them. In cases like 
these we call ou the Indian goverament 
pohcemen to help us and they always do it.” 

WANT TO DIE BRAVE. 

“A strange thing about the full blood 
Indians isthat they want to die brave. If 
one is tried for murder and found guilty the 
judge tells him that he will be shot on 
such aday. The prisoner is sometimes re- 
quired to give a small bond but in the majority 
of cases they are turned loose.” 

“A slack way of doing business, eh ’”’ 

“Not at all, for just as sure as the day comes’ 
the Indian walks to the place and, getting 
straddle of his coffin, makes a red cross 
on his breast and chooses his friend 
to shoot him. They want to die 
brave and they do it. They never fai! 
to come to time. For larceny the Indians are 
given one hundred lashes on their bare backs. 
They have their own officers, judges, etc. The 
Indian country is made up of the following 
tiibes: Cherokees, Choctaws, Creeks, Chica- 
saws and Seminoles. They are pretty bad cit- 
ivens. Why, if all of them who get into trou- 
bie were carried to Fort Smith the town 
wcou'dn’t hold them.” f

“They manage to get it 

FROM WHISKY PEDDLERS, . 
who go through the nation selling the vilest 
c: neoctions you ever saw for from 2.00 to 
$600 per gallon, These men are getting 
neb, and can afford to pay a heavy 
fine occasionally.

CRAWFORD’S CURIOUS COTTON, 


A Model Farm on the Outskirts of Columbia 
—Land Worth 81,000 an Acre. 


CoLuMBIA, 8. C., September 26.—(Special. ]— 
Just beyondthe northern confines of Columbia. 
Mr. James M. Crawford's model twelve-dtre 
farm is situated. The land is under the highest 
porsible state of cultivation and is worth at 
least $1,000 an acre. No matter how disastrous 
the reasons may be, Mr. Crawford never fails 
tomakea good crop. Hig. reputation as a 
scientific farmer is hot co to South Car. 
olina, but extends wherever “Crawford’s 
premium cotton” is known. Thiscottonis the 
most prolificin the world. Three five-hua- 
dred-pound bales have been raised by Mr. 
Crawfordon one acre. In his five-acre cotton 
patch there are many stalks which contain 
from 350 to 400 bolls. One of these 
s'alke—only an average one—was taken to 
the agricultural department a few days ago, 
and the bolls were counted by Mejor Luther 
Ransom, who found that it contained 312. In 
Texas a planter has a stalk of this cotton 
which is weighed down by 960 perfectly formed 
helis, A representative of Toe CONSTITUTION, 
in company with Mr, Crawford, visited his 
model farm yesterday afcerncon and was as- 
tmished at what he saw. Never before had 
he seen sucha field of cotton. The bushes are 
veritable trees containing numerous strong 
limbs, each one of which is plentifully fruited 
with big round bolls. The stalks are so close 
together as to intertwine, presenting the ap- 
pi arance of an unbroken surface of green and 
white. Many of the stalks are over six feet in 
beigth. Mr. Crawford was asked if he had 
not used very large quantities of fertiliz- 
ers, and he rep'ied that- he had 
used nope atall. Owing to the unfavorable 
season the yield this year will not equal that 
of several previons years. On this. five acre 
patch not more than ten bales will be made; 
under more favorable conditions fifteen might 
havebeen produced. In addition to his peer- 

lcss cotton, Mr. Crawford raises a great varie- 
ty of picduets, and makes an excellent living 
on this sma}! farm. 
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THREATENED BY FENIANS. 


Further Dynamite Demonstrations Pre- 


dicted. 

LONDON, September 26.—The Eastern Morn- 
ing News, of Hull, has received a letter bear- 
ing the Londen postmark and signed ‘‘ons of 
them,’ annovuuc'rg thatsthe Fenians intend t» 
burn Hull, and will set fire to the town at 
twenty different points simultaneously. The 
writer says he is disgusted with his brother 
Fenians. He enjoins secrecy upon the editor 
of the News, saying he (the writer) will be 
murdered if the Fenians discover that he 
divulged the plot.

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A SOLDIER OF FORTUNE. 


THE ROMANTIC CARESR AND THB 
FATE OF ST. LEGER GRENFELL. 


Forty Yeers of Fighting—Roamiog the Desert-—Aa 
Eapedition 4gainst Pirates—A Soldier of the 
Confederacy at Last—He Escapes From 
Prison and is Drowned, Etc,, Bte, 


Frem the San Francisco Call. 

In a delightful sketch of John Ball, Wash- 
ington Irving represents that respectable, 
solid and red-faced old gentleman with « 
cudgel in his hand, which he is nerv- 
ously fumbling. He is afraid that a row is 
taking place somewhere and that hs prestige 
will be in danger unless be takes a hand in it, 
It is certain that whether fh China, in Egypt, 
in South America or in the wilds of Africa, 
there has been no conflict for a century past 
which was lacking in a British knight-errant, 
prominent on one side or the other. There is 
Valentine Baker, for example, tangled in the 
meshes of a scandal and forced to leave home. 
After three years he returns to dine on the 
fatted calf, with the title of “Baker Pasha,” 
and covered with decorations fairly won upon 
the field of Plevna. The late Hobart Pasha, 
the commander of the Turkish naval forces, 
was an Englishman. And then, as the most 
conspicuous of all, we have “Chinese” Gor- 
den, who lies buried “somewhere in the far 
weste, Soudan.” For Gordon, however, it 
must be said that he had a moral enthusiasm 
which exalted him far above the mere ad- 
v-nturer. Like Lafayette, he felt that he 
was fighting for the cause of advancing hu- 
manity when he drew his sword in a foreiga 
Jaud. 

Occasionally, however, we hear ofa soldier 
of a very different type, generally lacking in 
anything like moral purpose, but possessed of 
a care devil spirit, courting dangerand adven- 
ture for the loveof it; happy at the prospect 
of a fight anywhere, cager to take a hand in 
it, and as willing to fight for Geronimo or the 
Yequis as ip any other cause, Such a charac- 
ter, apparently, was the subject of this sketch. 
St. Leger Grenfell was born in England in 
1:07. He was a younger son of Pascoe Gren: 
fell, Eeq., of Taplow house, by hissecond wife, 
Georgiana St. Leger,a daughter of the Vis- 
count Doxneraile. The chronicle ef the St. Le- 
gtr family in “Burke's Peerage” calls to mind 
on observation of Holmes’ in reference to fam- 


ily traits: “Live folksare only dead folks 
warmed over.” Sir Robert Sr, Leger, 
knight, © came over with the 
conqueror, and is said to have 


offered him bis arm as he stepped ashore at 
Sussex. Sir Robert’s first performance was to 
overcome in sipgle combat a haughty Dane, 
»bd to seizeand possess himself of his manor 
end estates at Ulcombe in Kent. For the 
next 200 years we have an unbroken line of 
St, Legers, with such entries as these opposite 
the names: “Kuiled in single combat;” ‘'Siain 
in battle:’ “Killed in a duel.” Evidently 
they were arace of fighters, and St. Leger 
Grenfell therefore came honestly by his lead- 
ing trait, for, when a mere boy, he “drew the. 
sv ord and threw away the scabbard.” 

He was educated at a military school in 
France. His father wasacountry gentleman 
and member of parliament, ana no doubt 
sought the best advantages for his restless boy, 
After graduatien he served for three years in 
a regiaent of French Yaneers-and mo a | 
l<utenant, Butthe prisoner of St. Helena 
wis desd now and Europe was at last at peace. 
I.ie was too tame in the barracks of the Lan- 
cers, aud he scught and obtained an appoint- 
n«ptof consular agent at Tangier. There he 
mastered the Arabic langnage. Abd-el- Kader, 
who was exactly Grenfeli’s age, was then 
coming into notice as the leader of the com- 
bined tribes in their resistance to the advauce 
of the Fsench in Algeria. Here was a grand 
oppoitunity for adventure and wild life. Gran- 
fell joined the Arab leader, became his most 
trusted lieutenant, and for more than four and | 
» half years roamed the desert and fought the 
French. 

Then came a truce, which lasted nearly two 
years. This was altogether too long a vaca- 
tion for the impetuous Englishman. He ac- 
cordingly fitted out an armed yacht and went 
on a private cruise against the Rif pirates, who 
bad already defeated a German man of-war. 
These cut-throats scarcely ever sailed the 
open sea. Their vessels were aboutas large 
ss pilot boats, but they knew al! the hiding 
places along the shores of the Mediterranean. 
lu some tmall inlet or cove, not shown on the 
cbart, they would lie in wait, watching their 
oppottupity. At last, Spain, whose commerce 
bed suffered, and whose subjects had been 
butchered by these freebooters, declared war 
txainst Morocco on theiraccount. Grenfell had 
mary a combat with the water thieves and 
cestioyed some of their vessels This private 
war continued for many months. Then we 
Jose sight of the British franc-tireur for some 
years. Of one point we can be reasonably 
certain, however, that wherever he wandered 
he was “against the government” and ready 
for a row. 

The year 1454 came, and with it the Crimean 
war. Grenfell comes in sight again, a brigade 
mejor in the Turkish contingent. Theso musi 
bave been years of great hardship. The 
English and French suffered everything in 
tre Crimea, attacked as they were on all 
sides; the enemy infront, and cholera, short 
rstions and insufficient clothing to put up 
with, besides. The Turkish allies were treated 
vith a brutality which would have 
justified a paraphrase of Portia’s query in 
~The Merchant of Venice.” It might well 
have been asked: “Which is the Christian 
here and which the Turk?” At Balaklava 
the toopsof the sultan were deliberately 

laced in the most exposed position, untena- 
Pie against the hordes of advancing Russians. 
They stood up to their work, but when forced 
at last to give way,their ‘allies’ in sneering 
tones called out, “Buono Johnnies,” a con- 
tmptuous nick name bestowed upon the 
Moslems. 

Grenfell must have escaped famine, fever 
and bullets, for three years after we find him 
for the first time, inthe ranks of his owa 
countrymen, fighting the Sepoys at Delhi. Bat 


for an accidental detention, he would have 
been one of the company of 
martyrs who were the victims of 


the massacre at Cawnpore. At last the In- 
dian mutiny wascrushed. All the world was 
st peace. Dark and threatening clouds, how- 
ever, were gatheripgin the American sky. 
Alveady the mutterings of the distant thua- 
cer was heard, but the storm had not bars. 
fc rtunately for Grenfell, about this time the 
old struggle between Buencs Ayres and the 
Argentine confederation was renewed. He set 
sail for Scath America, and was soon in the 
thichest of the fight. This was but a tempes’ 
in a teapot; acrcss the Pampas,the Amazon, 
avd the torest of Guiana, camethe marmur of 
u great conflict. 

As facet a» steam could carry him, Grenfell 
wede his way to the confederacy and cast his 
lot with the southern cause. If the accident 
of head winds and storms and adverse cur- 
rents bad carried him to a northera port ina- 
stead, it is pot improbable that he wou!d have 
fought just as gallantly on tho federal side. 
He made bis way to the west, whither adven- 
turous spirits naturally drifted, and at Laxiag- 
ton, Ky., met John Morgan, the raider. Par 
nobile fratrum! Grenfell was at once ap- 
pointed adjutant general in Morgan's com- 
mand, In thesummer of 1842 he started on 
the famous thousand mile raid through Ten- 
nesete ard Kentucky.

It is one 
thing, however, to be strict with others, quite 
another to toe the marx one’s self. It seems 
that Colone] Grenfell managed to get into hot 
water while in General Bragg sarmy. It was 
charged against him that wishing a body- 
servant he aided a slave to escace from his 
masteys; that fancying a fine Kentucky thor- 
oughbred, the property of a soldier, he or- 
dered the owner to dismount, took the animal 
for his own use and sent the soldier to a dis- 


tant post where his remonstrances would be . 


unheeded. The civil authorities, however, 
took up the matter. Grenfell was a 
Generals Bragg and Polk became sureties on 
bis bail-bend.

The Treatment of Agricultural Sta gents by 
the University Boys, 

Arnens, Ga., September 25, 1896 —Hiitors 
Constitution: It is not my i*&tention to take any 
pert in the newspeper Airoussion, asto the proper 
place for the locatinn of the ‘technological 
school.” Your artécle though on thesubjecto!the 
ib inetent, in which you refer tothe ‘State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts’’ in this 
university, shows that you are laboring under se 
rious misapprehensions in regard to the history and 
the present condition of that institution, Tae 
CopsTiTUTION bas always shown justice anda 
hind ly spirit towards the university; and you will 
no doubt permit me to give respectfully @ simple 
statement of facts, bearing upon the issues raised 


by your editorial. 

1. The first statement that demands correction 
is found in the following extract from the edito- 
rial 

“But after a big start with the acricultrral de 
partment, the “Axe,”’ es they were derisively call- 
ed, grew fewer and fewer, until last session there 
was but one egricultural student in the univer. 
sity.’’ 

On the contrary, the facts were as follows: 

There were in the agricultural college last ses¢ 
sion fifty-one (51) students; and there gradua'ed 
from it at commencement this year ten (10) young 
men who received its diplomas. With these ten 
there left also another young man who pursued an 
elective course that lacked putj ittle of containing 
all thet opics necessary fora degree. This young 
man is entitled tothe gertificates of the college, 
which virtually,] therefore, sent out eleven edu- 
cated inmen this 5 ear. 

This ccmpares fayorably with other ‘‘agricultu- 
ral colleges” of the same age. The much and de- 
se1vedly praised institution, enjoying the brilliant 
presidency of General 8. D. Lee—vis; ‘“‘Toe Agri- 
culfurel and Mechanical college of Mississippi’ — 
gradnated this year tweive (12), or rather, I should 
say its catalogue reported twelve in the senior 
class, evdscme of them may not have graduated. 
The Mississippi Agricujiural college is rightly 
consid: red eminentiy successful, when it reports 
twelve students in its seniorclass. Surely by the 
same ru:e the Georgia Agricultural college should 
nit be condeimned as a bopeless failure because it 
sends forth atthe evo of thesame year ten (10), not 
torey eleven (1)), accomplisbed graduates 

“The Sta’e coliege ot agrmicuiture and the Me- 
chanic arts’? has labored under many difficulties; 
bot it has no just reason to be ashamed of its rec- 
ord. It has graduated since its foundation a few 
years ago exactly ninety men. In this it compares 
favorably with any like institution in the southern 
states. 

2. Your editorial asserts the belief, also, that 
the re were fewer students in the university last ses- 
ticn then there were accustomed to be in the years 
preceding the bestowal of the agricaltaral fund. 
The fact is that there had never been adte- 
rior to that time in any year as many 
students of college grade as regis- 
ter. d with us last year. and more young men 
graduated bere, ana received diplomas tnis year 
then ever issved from the balls of the university 
im any year of its past history. Fifty-five students 
received Gipk mas bere last commencement. Of 
nese forty-teveb (47) were seniorsin thetwvo col- 

eres. 

3. Another extraordipary misapprehension of 
the editotial is that the studentsin Franklin col- 
lege ‘‘spub” those in the State college. Of the 
younpg men here last year! have noidea that one 
in fmty knew who were the agricultural students 
inthe university. I myself had no way of ascer: 
taining who belonged to one college or the other 


excepuig ty inspecting the meirds. Nothing 
thet struck the senes of any one enabled 
him to identify the students of 


one a8 distinguished irom those of the other insti; 
tuilion. Membersof the two colleges recited to: 
gether in the seme classes, tothe same professors, 
at the same times, sitting together without any dis- 
tinctive marks or badges; they eat at the same ta; 
bler, and occupied indiscriminately the same 
rocms, no one considering himself superior or in- 
wih iO another because belonging to a different 
COLICZ ss 

The epithet ‘‘Ag’’ has been ont of tise here for 
more than twelve years. When the ‘‘State college’ 
was opened, because of misapprehension of its 
cheracier, large pumbers of ‘‘preparatory’’ boys 
were rent here. These our trustees thought best 


not to reject, and provided tutors to in- 
stiuctthem. The misapprehension though was 
soon corrected; and. aiter two years, none ap 
plied for admission excepting those who thought 
themselves prepared to study with some of our 


classes. During the first two years the other 
students called them “‘aes;’’ but this was no mere 
barminv! or offensive than whey students in col- 
leges with “preparatory departments”’ address the 
boys of the Jatter as ‘preps’ and “‘sub-fresh.”’ But 
I beg to assert, what po one can disprove, that the 
students of the two colleges here are on terms of 
perfect equality; that no question to the contrary 
is ever raised; and that they all associate together 
as ‘‘gentlemens’ sons,’’ DO one assérting or yie!

There are many responsibilities reating upon 
a mother; they come in every form and variety, 
but judging from observation and experience 
the on8 that presses nearer her heart, and is 
heaviest to be borne, ie, how best to raise her 
boys. Walking down the street a few morna- 
ings agoI mex afriend, (the mother of two 
little boys) In speaking to me of a young man 
she had just seen and admiréd, shesaid: ‘i 
never-seea vice steady young man, butl 
wonder if my boys ‘will grow up to be good 
and clever.”’ There wasa depth of feeling in 
hertone and look that sent me on my way 
thinking—yes, thinking of the anxious hearts 


them as to the future of their boys. Parents 
have so much more ambition for their boys 
than girls; they dream and plan for their 
future and mark out the work or profession of 
their boys wheu very young, and it is a singu- 
lat thing, but is certainly true, that not one 
out often evér fulfill their pirent’s desire, 
and hence so many disappointments as to our 
children’s success in life, So we come back to 
the first querry;‘‘how shall we raise our boys?” 
I have always been a cloze observer, and have 
watched different methods with much interest. 
One mother will tell you she believes there is 
nothing like kindness; a boy must not be 
driven, you must appeal to his honor and win 
| his entire love and confidence and you have 
| gained the fight; and yet, usually, you will 
find such boys indulged, and utterly spoiled 
and selfish, having their own way while 
yourr,and utterly unbearable when grown, for 
they are always wiser than their parents: so 
that rule don’t work. Again one will tell yeu 
there is nothing like being strict with a boy; 
. you cannot hold them ia with too tight a rein. 
Often the result of that management is to 
make a boy behave well before his parents, 
and as soon asfrom under their observation 
deceive them all possible ways: so that rule 
don’t work always. Svlomon thought he had 
solved the problem when he said, ‘train upa 
child in the way he should go, and when he is 
old he will not depart from it.” The boys 
in®olomon’s days must have differed some- 
what from our boys, for we know of boys who 
bave been carefully trained, that have sadiy 
departed from the way they should go. Boys 
_ whose parents kave-madeittie study of their 
lives to raise their chii@ren in the féar of the 
Lord, and have as far as haman jodgment 
goes done the very best they knew how, and 
yet failed. It is a hard question to settle, and 
each parent must study the subject for them- 
selves. There might beafew hints, throwa 
out to inexperienced mothers by thoze who 
have finished the work and can look back and 
see their mistakes. The trouble begins very 
early: the birth of a boy baby is usually bailed 
with an extra.amoeunt of delight, and the little 
idol becomes in a very short while a little 
tyrant; by the time he is three or four years 
old he manages his mother very much more 
successfully than she has ever managed him, 
and poor foolish mothers begin from that age 
to shield a bad, impertinent child from the 
father’s needful discipline; their faults are 
concealed for fear the father will deal too 
severely. The mother has not the strength of 
character to be firm herself and dreads to see 
her ido) punished when she knows he deserves 
it, and so she goes on bearing from day to day 
with the faults tha} are gaining in proportions 
until her life isa burden, and soon the boy 
gets beyond her coatrol and is his own maiter* 
There is so much depending on a mother | 
Firmness atthe very earliest age is the most 
essential requisite to good management, then 
implicit obedience comes next. The greatest 
trouble comes from the over indulgence of 
mothers; if you ever heara mother say toa 
child, “I will tell your father,” you may at 
once put it down that that boy is ruined, for 
he has a miserable weak mother that feels 
(and Jets the child see) she has to call in assis- 
tance to enfore a very feeble discipline. Boys 
cannot stand too much kindness or indulgence, 
in that they differ from girls: kindness 
mingled with firmness, and indulgence in 
moderation is the better plan. The very best 
boys are those who are raifed in this way, and 
parcnts will find a great deal of their succe:s 
depends on making companions of their boys; 
don’t let them fear the approach of their 
parents but welcome them with open hearts, 
Where father and mother gain the entire con- 
fiderce ofa boy by treating him as @ com- 
panion, showing their readiness to enter into 
all his pleasures and sympathizing with’ his 
troubles, atthe same time firm in their dis- 
cipline, and judicious in their indalgence, ever 
exercising @ strict watch over him; they may 
feel pretty well assured they are raising a boy 
that will give them pleasure in after life.

Rule I1I.—Turn the patient quickly on the back, 
esving the bundle of clothes under it, soas to 
raise the lower part of the breast bone higher than 
thersest of the body. Kneel beside the patient. or 
astride, which give: a better hold, a place your 
han¢s on either side of the pit of the stomach, 
against the lower ribs, which can be easily relt, 
the fingers lying egainst the sides, pointing to- 
wards the ground. Grasping the waist rhus firmly, 
throw your whole weight forward, as if you wished 
to force the contents of the Stomach and chest out | 
of the mouth; steadily increase the pressure while | 
you count one, two, three; then suddenly let go 
with a final push; count one, two, and repeat toe | 
process, The arms should be held above the head, | 
and the tongue held out of the mouth by another | 
person.

Mr. W.M. Thaggart, of Brantley, always 
raises corn and meatenongh to do him, and 
has never been so unfortunate buat once or 
twice as to have to buy these necessaries. 


Mr. John W. Harrel, of Lowndes, had four 
sows which brought forty-six pigs last spring, 
and he raised forty-one of them. They will 
make 4,000 pounds of pork by next February 
if he has no bad luck with them from now on. 


“Jim Crow” Walker, of Palaski connty, isa 
pretty good farmer. He made seventy-five 
pales of cotton last year, and fed only one 
bundred and twenty five hands, including 
their families. He sold seven bales at an 
average of $50 a bale. 


Rev. W.W. Towler, of Cochran, has just 
gathered two hundred bushels of corn from 4 
five-acre patch. The corn was carefully meas- 
ured as it was hauted from the patch. The 
crop was fertilized with one hnndred pounds 
of guano and thirty bushels of cotton seed por 
aclé. 


A Pulaski planter remarked the other day 
thet he had made this year the best corn crop 
he had ever raised, and another farmer 43 
already gathered twenty-five bales of cotton 
from a three mule farm. He will probably 
get forty: five bales from the land cuitivated by 
— mutes, and will also gather a good crop 
of corn, 


Mr. Lawrence Digby, of Jasper county, has 
a sample of sorghum syrup that excels any- 
thing before seen in thatline. It was his own 
raising from the early orange variety, and 
from one-fourth of an acre he made fifty-one 
gallons. Mr. Digby has thecredit of raising 
the fine cane and Mr. Ludie Kelly the praise 
for making the syrup. 

A Florida firm is cultivating 350 acres in 
castor beans, and will soon build a mill to 
crush the beans and manafacture castor oil 
therefrom. It is noteworthy in this connec- 
tion that no climate or soil in America is b>tter 
adapted to the growth of the cassor bean than 
the coast of Georgia. Trees on St. Simon’s 
island have been known to grow thirty feet 
high, and to pass through three o: four winters 
without being killed by frost. 


It is quite likely that a large oat crop will 
be planted in Houston this fall, if the drouth 
comes toanend early enough. Last fall the 
early planting of oats was prevented toa con- 
siderable extent by dry weather, and afver- 
wards the growing cro} was seriously injured 
by the severe cold. This season the cur. ert 
crops will be gathered early, and the grain 
crop can be planted as early as the weather 
willadmit. Oats have become a standard crop | 
and the ‘intrinsic value tothe | 
farmers of this crop is almost boyond compn- | 
tation. |

Local Legislation. 

The general assembly will ‘meet. on,the 
first Wednesday in November. Ot course it 
is impossible to predict the length of the 
session. The hody may possibly rash busi 
bess through and adjourn after a few weeks. 

There is a provision in the constitution of 
Georgia concerning local legislation, which 
may be forgotten in these exciting times. 
It requires that a statement of the title of 
apy special or local bill shall be published 
in the community to be affected. That 
nrust be done thirty days prior to the intro- 
duction of such bill, and proof of the publi- 
cation must be furnished to the house and 
senute when the bill is put on its passage. 
The object of the law is to put communi- 
ties on notice concerning proposed changes 
in local laws. 

Fulton county generally has important 
local legislation to be looked after; but, 
so far, no notice of any local bill for the 
city or county has been published. Atten- 
tion is called to this matter now, because 
the ceneral assembl)y will meet in about five 
weeks, and if Fulton desises to get ber bills 
considered early in the session, she has no 
time to lose.

The Bee.

Intelll- 
gent though it is, we need not ruppore it to be a 
high clases mathemati¢ian, because its cells are 
hexagonal. Mr, Cheshire says that it you puta 
foap bubble on a bit of slate, one side gets flat- 
tened, Put another close to it, and the contiguous 
walls become quite flat, owing tothe equal teusion 
on both sides. Now add five more bubbles, so that 
ihe first ocenpies the center ; a cross section of this 
centra! bubble will now be perfectly hexazonal— 
all the contiguous walls of the seven bubbles 
being flat, the free ones curved.

Concerning the Sea. 6 Wik ta 

aul, Oxford, Ala: I undorstan a 
srea of land is greater than that of the sea, What 
eflect would a reversal of conditions have on 
the weather? At what depth of the sea do ang 
cease to be felt? What proportion of salt is 
watei? 7 

“Paul” asks us about the sea and he starts out by 


making a niistake. He says that the land occupies 
more of the surface of the earth than the sea, On 
the contrary it only occupies two-fifths. In regard 
to his inquiry, “what depth of the sea do waves 
cease to be felt?’ it may*be said about 3,500 feet. 
The temperature is the same, varying only & trifle 
from the ice of the pole to the burning sun of the 
equator, A mile down the water has @ pressure of 
over a ton to the square inch. If a box six feet 
deep were filled with sea water and allowed to 
evoporate under the sun, there would be two inches 
of salt left on the bottom. Taking the average 
depth of the ocean to be three miles, there would 
be a layer of pure sa!t 230 feet thick on the bed of 
the Atlantic. The water is colder at the bottom 
than at the surface. In the many bays on the 
coast of Norway water often freezes at the bottom 
before it dces above. Waves are very deceptive. To 
look at them in a storm one would think the 
water travelled. The water stays In the same 
place, but the motion goes on. Sometimes in 
stor ms these waves are forty feet high, and travel 
fifty miles an hour, more than twice as fast as the 
swiftest steamer. The distance from valley to val- 
ley is generally fifteen times the height, hence: a 
wave five feet high will extend over seventy five 
feet of water. Evaporation is a wonderful power 
in drawing the water from the sea. Every years 
layer of tbe entire sea, fourteex feet/thick, is taken 
up into the clouds. The wind bears their buréen 
into the land, and the water comes down in rain 
upon the fields te flow back at last through rivers. 
The depth of the sea presents an interesting prob- 
lem. If the Atlantic were towered 6,504 leet, the 
distance from shorete shore would be half as great, 
cr 1.5C0 miles. If lowered a little more than three 
miles, say 19,680 feet, there would bea road of dry 
land from Newfoundland to Ireland, This is the 
plane on which the great Atlantic cables were 
laid, The Mediterranean is comparatively shal- 
low. A drying up of 660 feet would leave three 
different seas, and Africa would be joined with 
Italy. The British Channel is more like a pond, 
which accounts for its choppy waves,

Rey, Sem Jones at Trinity Church Yesterday worn. 
ing Bloquent Bermon by Dr. Hewthorne at 
Firet Baptiot-Dr, Witherapoon, of New 
Oriean#, at the First Préabyteri an, 

— ene 
Trinity church was crowded to overflowing 
yesterday, When Rev, Sam Jones walked into 
the pulpit. He preached a strong and charac- 
teristic rermon on the text, “What do I wait 
for’ My hope is in God.” He said people 
delay doing their duty and leading better 
lives on various pretexte. One fellow is too 
good —don’t need religion. I have seen his 
kind before, and when he is once stirred the 
least bit he becomes-too bad to try te be saved. 
He is always either too good or too bad. Be. 
tween those two extremes the devil swings 
him hke a pendulum, and he goes so fast that 

no power on earth can stop him. 


Another fellow waits because. he wants the 
church to getinto better condition. I guess 
be is about as fair a Bpecimen ofa big fool as 
youcan find. I believe with old Brother 
Richardson that the meanest member of the 
church is better tham encha man, for it is 
scemething just to make an effort in the right 
direcuor, What are you waiting on the 
church fox? Why don’t you folks who know 
so well what the church ought to be come in 
toitard set it right? When you compare 
yourself to a Christian you puil out some 
peor, little, Knotty, broken up fellow and say: 
‘Look here, boys, I®am going to measure. 
And you lay this Poor little Christian down 
and lay down beside him and say: “Head and 
heed. I’m as tallas he is,” 
pul] out some good man from the church and 
measure with him? You would look like a rat 
terrier by an elephant. [Laughter.] Some 
folks are mean enough to wait because they 
don’t wantany new tax, financial or other- 
wise, put upon them. There is very little 
force in that objection here in Atlanta. If 
there is a place in this world where it costs 
little to be a Christian itis Atlanta. Why, 
you can run ita whole year here on what it 
would cost to get drunk one night. You can be 
a Christian a whole year for less than it will 
cost you to bean old red nose drunkard one 
month. Ifaman gives the church $500 a year 
he is a king and pries*, and I can show yon 
mtn in Atlanta who sometimes spends $509 in 
a single night drinking and gambling, Some 
of you wait because you say you will have to 
give up cards and dancing and the theatre. 
No you won’! ; not here in Atlanta. You will 
find plenty of Christians todo those things 
with you here. Some of you wait because you 
want a shining case of conversion all on a sud- 
den, like St. Paul had. Wouldn't that be a 
queer thipg’ A little “simlin” headed fellow 

converted like St. 

; When God works on 

a “‘cimlin’” head he uses “simlin’’ material. He 
don’t fire his big ammunition at snow birds. 

Some wait because they want to get enough 
religion before they start tocarry them through 
to heaven. 

I stood at the depot in Atlanta once just as 
the train was aboat to leave for Chattanooga. 
The engineer was oiling up his engine and I 
heard him aek the fireman if he had enough 
steam to start with. He said he had. I looked 
atthe gauge and it showed only seventy or 
eighty pounds of steam. Here was a man 
siaiting to pull eight coaches all the way to 
Chattancoga with only seventy or eighty 
pounds of steam. He did not ask if there 
was enough steam to go to. the 
river with, or to Cartersville with, All he 
asked was if there was enough to start with 
and when he saw there was he started. About 
six miles out I Jooked out the window as we 
rounded a curve and saw him letting off steam; 
he had plenty and to epare. If you want to 
go to heaven all you need is enough steam to 
start with. What is enough’ Quit doing 
wrong and begin todo right and you have 
enongh to start with. If that engineer had 
waited to get up enovgh steam in Atlanta to 
run through to Chattanooga he would have 
blown the boilerto athousand pieces. And 
if you could possitly pack enough religion into 
your poor little soul to carry you 
through to heaven it would burst it all to 
flinders. The sermon was full of many other 
striking illustrations and practical thoughts, 
It held the closest attention of the congregs:- 
tion throughout, 

Several persons united with the charch. 
Mr. Lee, the pastor, announced that services 
would be had at the church every day this 
week at 9:30 in the morning and at 7:30 in 
the evening. 

TRINITY AT NIGHT. 

The pastor, Rev. J. W. Lee, preached a pow- 

erful sermon lest night from the text: ‘Be stroug 
in the Lord andia the ,ower of His might,’”’ He 
said there were men who were stiong in money 
matters; men who were strongin literature; men 
who were strong inbody, and at the same time 
were not strong inthe spirit. He had heard of 
men who could put their name to a piece of paper 
aud draw thousands of dollars, and yet were not 
recognized in society. It takes steady, persistent 
work to accomplish any desiredend, People who 
stand back and expect religion to come to them 
without any effort on their — will be sadly mis- 
teken, You must goto God and ask Him to aid 
yon, 
” No man ever got wealthy without hard work, and 
Lo man will ever be pardoned of his sins unless he 
goes to God in earnest prayer and makes a full and 
‘omplete surrender. if men were carried beyond 
the pearly'®cates without a struggle to get there, 
they woula not know how toappreciate it. No one 
can be pa:doned of his sins and then sit euietly 
cown. He must work—he must pray.

The revival tervices will be continued during the 
present week, services being held at half past nine 
in the morning avd?7:50in the evening. Children 
services at 4 o'clock every afternoon.

He would 1emind the people of a something 
back of the commerce, the heart that beats and 
sends this circulation, thatthe merchant marine 
he ngs to the prosperity of the couutry as the heart 
does to the system. This ccuntry is recovered 
to a great extent from the dreadful war, but, when 
the commerce of agreat country is destroyed,’ its 
business is ruined, not tobe res ored unt 1 that com- 
merce is reviyed. And when the embargo is 
laid ppon our country, the siream 
of prosperity soon dries up, 
He pleao for the sailor for his services. They bea- 
efit the whole country, east and west, north and 
south, from the seaport to the mountain. The 
whole country prospers from this class of men. 
He plead tor the sailor upon higher grounds. There 
are three millions of men connected with the com- 
merce of the worla; they have undying souls, and 
commended them tathe prayers and liuterests of 
the people, witb the institution known as the ‘‘New 
Orleans Bethel.”’ He said: “I commend them to 
you tonight on the ground of immortal souls, 
These three million souis, if cOnverted, would be- 
come higher reinforcements to the conversion of 
the world, for a sailor can gain entrance to many 
places where it is impossible for a missionary to 
enter.” 

He took a look into the New Testament and 
showed :bat out of the twelve disciples chosen by 
the Savior, four of them were fishermen—those 
who made their living by following the sea 

Having one of the tracts of the American Tract 
society, treating on the work of ‘‘The Bethel,’’ he 
read tfhomit: ‘During the twelve months eading 
September 20, 1877, the distiibution of tracts, etc., 
amounted to 10499 copies of scriptures, namely: 
New Testamenis, 2,200 000 pages of ublications. 
These articles were sent forth upon 1.827 yessels, 
v ith a totalof the last twenty-five years, 1,300 000 
Bibier, There were printed in all languages but 
f.ur of southein Germany. 

The doctor went on to tell how he managed his 
work. When called to New Orleans, in the proyi- 
dence of God, by Rev. B. M. Palmer, he said he 
had never knew a@ failor’s ways, and was fearful 
to unéertake the work. But he went at it, and by 
studying their wars and making himself ac 
quainted, he soon worked bis way into the good 
gracesof the men. He cited some of his difficul- 
ties ip drawing to the Bethel.” For instance, he 
remarked, “While striving to get some sailors to 
come with me to my “Pe.he!,” 
while on the deck of a ship, they raid, ‘say, chap- 
lain, give usachance.’ Wbhatdo you mean by a 
‘chance?’ ‘Why let us sing a song 
or two aud let us read poetry, 
ard have a littie entertainment.” Well, I did. 
and since thove enterta'nments we have be m 
obliged to do additional building until we now 
bave an entertainment hall toseat one thousand 
people. I call the entertainments “Bethel enter- 
tainments.’’ He earnestly commended the 
‘Bethel’ to the people, and closed his remarks by 
thanking the immense audience.

‘*Petbe),”’ and quite a neat sum was netted. 

Dr. J. N. Craig closed the meeting with a few re- 
marks indorsing Dr, Witherspoomws lecture.

At the Church of Christ. 


Rev. Thos, M. Harris preached at the Church 
of Christ, on Hunter street, yesterday morning

‘Why, the preacher says it has been elected be- 
fore the creation of the world who will be lost 
ard who will be saved, and the number cannot 
be increered or diminished, and yet the preactier 
is continus)iy trying to get some of the devil's 
folke and the devil is continually trying to get 
some of the preacher's folks. He must be a fuol 
if he believes what he seys.”’

John Ruleford, the burglar, who was shot in 
Mr. Sindall's residence 3 esterday morning, is 
still alive, much to the astonishment of all 
who saw him immediately after be was ar- 
rested.

When Patrolmen Phillips and Brennin 
reached police headquarters with Ruleford, 
bis face, head, neck and hand: were cov.red 
with blood.« His clothing appeared saturated 
with the blood, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that he could walk, assisted by a 
patrolman on either side.

A KICK AGAINST MR, PETER’S 
PROPSED LINE TO GRANT PARK, 


Undertakers, Livery Men and [Citizens Enter a Pro- 
teet Against the Line on Bunter Str: et and 
Give Their Reasons for It-—Interviews 
With Parties on the Question. 


It appears that there is trouble ahead for 
Mr. Richard Peters over his proposed street 
car line to Grant park. 

There is general dissatisfaction on the part 
of a large number of citizens, and Tar Con- 
STITUTION learning of this made a thorough 
investigation of the matter. 

As is known, Mr. Peters is very desirous of 
reaching Grant park with his line of cars, and 
has applied to the general council for permis- 
sion to branch out Butler street from Decatur, 
parsing under the railroad to Hunter street, 
up Hunter to Grant and out Grant to the 
park. Hunter street being the main or prin- 
cipal street to the cemetery much dissatisfac- 
tion is felt, and many express the hope that 
the general council will decline to allow Mr. 
Peters to reach the park over the proposed 
route, : 

TALKS WITH CITIZENS, 

“Tam most emphatically op to any one 
builaing a street car line out Hunter street,” 
said Mr. W. O. Jones, the well known livery 
man, x 

“And your reasons, Mr. Jones?” asked the 
reporter, 

“It is the principal street leading to the 
cemetery and a street car line will seriously 
interfere with funeral processions, The street 
isonly macadamized inthe centre, and ifa 
line is built funeral processions will have to 
jog along in the mud on the side of the streets. 
The line should notbe built and I hope it 
won’t. Several have spoke to me about the 
matter and I hope they will now understand 
wy position.” 

MR, TOM POLLARD’S VIEWS 

Mr. Tom Pollard, with ©. H. Swift & Co, 
expressed himself in substance as follows: 

“The line should not be built. Let Mr. Pe- 
ters find another route. Funeral processions 
will be seriously interfered with if the liae is 
built. The street is not a wide one, and is 
macadamized only in the middle. The pro- 
cession today was interrupted by the street 
cars. Hunter being the main street to the 
cemetery, should be kept free of obstructions,” 

Mr. Swift agreed with Mr, Pollard, but said 
if the street was laid with belgian block it 
would not be so bad for processions to pass, 

ANOTHER UNDERTAKER OBJ KCTS, 

Mr. John Barclay, with Wylie & Bliley, 
funeral undertakers, expressed himself as 
very much opposed to Hunter street being ob- 
structed with a streetcar line. Knew that it 


would not add anything to the beauty of the’ 


street, and that it wonld interfere with 
funeral processions. 
WILL GET THERE ANYWAY. 

Mr. Chambers, of Chambers & Co. livery- 
men, was asked what he had to say, and began 
by asking: 

“Mr. Peters pays no tax for his lines?” 

“He is exempt.” 

“Well, any man who can manage to be ex- 
empt from taxation for a money making busi- 
ness like his is, will be very apt to reach the 
park by whatever route he chooses, and noth- 
ing I could say would have any effect. How- 
ever, I will say that the street car line on 
Hunter street would not be very pleasant for 
funeral processions, I oppose the building of 
the line. I have learned, _ since 
coming to this city. that street 
cars don’t give way for anything unless they 
are completely blocked. They sweep things 
as they go.” 

THEY OPPOSE IT. 

Other undettakers, liverymen and citizens 
were interviewed, and none of them favored 
the construction of the line as pro- 
posed by Mr _§ Richards. They all 
agree that it will be best to let 
the street remain free from such obstructions, 

DOWN TO PLAIN FACTS. 

A gentleman who owns property on Hunter 
street said: ‘I would like to see aline of curs 
on Hunter street, but I hope it will never be 
built for many reasons. Another thing is this: 
When Grant park was first opened 
to visitors efforte were made to get Mr. Peters 
to build a line to the park, but that gentleman 
declined to invest any of his money. Hs had 
a good thing at Ponce de Leon. The Mvetro- 
politan line went ahead at a heavy expanse 
and extended their lines to the park. 
President Rankin and others interested, pat 
attractions at the park, and great crowds wen’ 
outevery day. They are just now making 
back the money spent, aud I think it would 
be wrong to allow Mr. Peters, who pays no 
taxes, to lope in and share in the spoils. That 
is the way I look at this quesiion,” 

“How about laying the track on the side of 
the stréets ?” 

“That would be a fine deal, wouldn’t it? 
Suppose a carriage should drive up toa door 
to let a lady out; along come: the street car, 
and the carriage must move off. See? No, 
sir; it won’t work. Let the city council re- 
fase the application.”
